WHY IS IT? 



A Law That is Observed More in the 
Breach Than in its Obiervanca 



Under a raoaatly aaaatad law the Gouty 

Aaseasor and bis Deputies are required to in- 
clude in their report the number of births in 
the coonty during the year. Tha Aseessor la 
largely dapaadant oa the pbysicisas of the 
county, who are required by law to make an 
annual report, but with one or two exceptions, 
treat tha mttar aa a dead latter aad do aot 
comply with the mandate. 

This is an important matter, and besidee it is 
the law, and ahoold be obeyed, and a failure to 
do so oa tba part of thoaato whom itia direotad 
abould incur tha penalty attached just tha^aaM 
aa any ether infractor of the law.' 

It wu pot apoa tha atatata books for a par- 
poae, and that it doea not conform to the ideas 
or wii^hen of a certain clus is ao raaaoB why 
it abould o jt be enforced. 

A eomplote reoofd of marriagM, blttha aad 
deaths wnuld li^ an esifiTtinl factor in aiding 
the law io many waja. In settling estates, 
tracing lineage aad other matters of priao im- 
port, it woold flgare u a record of no little im 
portance. Whoje ever duty it is — Assessor or 
Health Officer — to see that the law ia enforced, 
ehonid ao loagar delay ia seeing that it la ooa- 
pUad with. ^ 

FROM HILL TO HILL 



Tha Greatest Flood Ever Seen in 
tha "Beautiful Ohio River." 
Whieb, Tradition Saya. 
Geeurrad In 1773 



The people of the great Ohio Valley require 
now neither pbyaiciaa nor metaphysician, nor 
thooghta apoa the aplaaa from tha aBeiaBta,to 
tell them of the depressing effect opoa the 
mind of auch continuous darkneas and damp 
neu as they have of late experienced. 

Now that wa ara la tba midat of oaa of oar 
fortunately infrequent seasons of flood, the 
peopis of many counties of Ohio and of several 
otb\r states are flading sorely taied tha pa- 
tience with which to K^tber fortitude for the 
endur.'ince of the mi^aerles and niisfortuses 
that cuine with this recurrence of high watsr 
in tha Ohio aad iu tribntariu— of tha "gcaat 
fresh," aa the pioaeors called tha flood>< of the 
Western rivers io tha early days of the white 
man's observation of them. 

The stndent of the history of "The Ohio 
Country" will find that the ^t^j.^. iipri.'in»;8 of 
the "Beautiful river" excited the wonder of tiie 
very first white adTaatarars, u well aa of the 
aburiginea, whose traditions relating to grv&l 
floods came to them. When the three McAtfee 
brothers, from Botetourt county, Virginia, came 
dowa here io 1778, 16 years prior to tbe first 
settlement of Ciooiaaati, with tha thought of 
actually making a horns here "opposite tbe 
month of tbe LicliinK,*' tbey were driven off by 
a llijod. I'hey t«ok to the river io oaaoes at 
Kanawha and uane down upon a constantly 
rising flood. I'o uae their ewn language, whan 
they roaohad this poiot the river wu "fall from 
bill to bill." On the Cincinnati i^iJe this meant 
tbe then abrupt bank about a hundred fe»t 
South of lue preeeat Third street at Broadway. 
The oldest Indiana apoka of that u tba vraatut 
florid they had heard of. It ia believed that the 
stage that year (1773> wu 12 fut higher than 
in 1832 or 1847. 

That would mean a height of about 76 feet, 
or about four feet higher than that of the 
greatest actually recorded rise— that of 18S4, 
February 14th.
